No. 3I~Pres/55v — The President has been pleased to 
award the Police Medal for gallantry to the under- 
mentioned officers -of the Punjab Police: — - 

Names of officers and ranks— 

1. SHRI KEHR SINGH, Assistant Sub -Inspector 

of Police (Officiating), No. 830, Punjab Police; 

and 

2. SHRI SURJAN SINGH, Foot Constable, No. 184, 

Punjab Police. 

Statement of services for which the decorations have 
been awarded , — On 22nd August, 1954, one Dalip 
Singh of Patiala City, who tried to get a used 3rd class 
ticket stamped for that date at Delhi Main Railway 
Station, was taken to the Government Railway Police 
Station, Delhi, by the Booking Supervisor Shri Gur- 
baehan Singh with the help of Foot Constable Surjan 
Singh, No. 184, Who was on duty at the Booking 
Office. The Booking Supervisor gave a written memo, 
to Assistant Sub-Inspector Kehr Singh, who was the 
Duty Officer. While the Officer was reading it Dalip 
Singh took out a loaded pistol and fired at Gurbachan 
Singh, Booking Supervisor, hitting him in the stomach. 
Assistant Sub-Inspector Kehr Singh immediately got 
up to grapple with Dalip Singh but before he could 
do so, the culprit fired at him and hit him in the chest 
and the right arm. Foot Constable Surjan Singh, 
No. 184, immediately pounced upon Dalip Singh and 
caught hold of him, but the latter fired at him also, 
hitting him in the right thigh. Both the Assistant 
Sub-Inspector and the Constable, though seriously 
injured, did not lose courage and were able to over- 
power the culprit, and soon hold him till other police- 
men arrived. 

2. Gurbachan Singh, Booking Supervisor, died in the 
hospital the same night. Assistant Sub-Inspector 
Kehr Singh and Foot Constable Surjan Singh were also 
admitted in the hospital and eventually recovered 
from their wounds. 

3. Dalip Singh was charged and subsequently con- 
victed. 

4. In apprehending this desperate criminal Shri 
Kehr Singh, Assistant Sub-Inspector and Shri Surjan 
Singh, Foot Constable, showed courage, presence of 
mind and devotion to duty of a high order. 

1 5. These awards are made for gallantry under rule 
4(i) of the rules governing the award of the Police 
Medal for gallantry and consequently carry with them 
the special allowance admissible to officers of and 
below the rank of Inspector of Police as provided in 
rule 5.

RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 10 th November 1955 

No. E55C01/73/3-— While introducing the Railway 
Budget for 1955-56, the Minister for Railways indicated 
that he had decided to set up a small committee to 
investigate and suggest remedial measures in respect of 
the problem of excessive over-crowding during peak 
hours in suburban train services at Bombay, Calcutta 
and Madras. Accordingly the Government of India 
have appointed a committee which consists of: —

(1) Shri B. B. Varma, retired General Manager of 
Indian Railways. 

Members 

(2) Shri A. C. Chatterjee, retired General Manager 
of Indian Railways, 

(3) Shri K. M. Rau, retired Controller of Stores of 
Indian Railways. 

The terms of reference o i the Committee are — 

(i) to investigate into the problem bl excessive 
over-crowding during peak hours in the subur- 
ban services at Bombay, Calcutta and Madras; 
and 

(ii) to suggest remedial measures. 

The Headquarters of the Committee will be Madras.

(i) Graduate of a recognised University in India 

with preferably History as a subject; 

(ii) General knowledge of and familiarity with 
places of tourist interest in India; 

(iii) Knowledge of the various phases of Indian 
History Architecture and Culture, both 
ancient and modern.

3. Appointment — (1) Appointment to the posts men- 
tioned in items (i) and (ii) in rule 2 shall be by direct- 
recruitment. 

1(2) Appointment to the posts mentioned in item (iii) 
in! rule 2 shall be either

(a) by promotion on {he basis of merit of officers 
mentioned in Items (i) and (ii) In rule 2 who 
have put in at least 3 years of continuous 
serveie in those grades or 

(b) by direct recruitment of ouside candidates. 

(3) Applications for direct recruitment shall be inviteo 
simultaneously through Press advertisements and 
Employment Exchanges. 

(4) Selection of candidates shall be made by a Selec- 
tion Committee nominated by the Secretary to the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Transport. The 
Selection Committee may interview the candidates oe 
fore making the selection. 

(5) The number of vacancies filled in by promotion 
In accordance with sub-rule (2) (a) shall not exceed 33 
per cent. 


(iv) Experience in a travel or publicity firm or 
office. 


Desirable 

(i) Knowledge of any European language other 
than English. 

(11) Other things being equal, perfence shall be 
given to canddiates who have previously 
worked as Tourist GiAde and Information 
Assistants in Government of India Tourist 
Offices for not less than one year or have 
sucessfully completed a Guide Training 
Course.? conducted by the Ministry of Trans- 
port and have been awarded a certificate for 
such training. 

(ill) Academic qualifications may be relaxed in 
the case of candidates otherwise exceptionally 
suitable. 

0. Reservation ,- — All direct recruitment shall be sub- 
ject to the reservation of posts for Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other backward classes according 
to the orders issued by the Ministry of Home Affairs 
from time to time.
